Local governments in the 
South, for all their insistence on 
being left alone, in general do 
less for their school systems than 
those of other regions. The av- 
erage classroom teacher in the 
South is paid far less than those 
of other states. The shortage of 
classrooms and of competent 
teachers also is greater. Yet, in 
the Congress, Southerners fight 
even that federal aid which would 
do nothing but pay for new build- 
ings. 


Not Guilty 

In Montgomery, Ala., Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King, whose name is 
anathema to the conservative 
South, especially to the extrem- 
ist groups, was. declared not 
guilty by an all-white jury in a 
case brought by the state charg- 
ing evasion of taxes. The charge 
fell apart when the state’s tax 
agent, a white man, refused to let 
prejudice sway the facts. Being 
under oath he told the truth. He 
admitted he had informed Dr. 
King he had found no fraud in 
his tax declaration and that er- 
rors had been ‘made in the audit. 
The state’s case collapsed. 


The jury was out for more than 
four hours. No one has said what 
went on in the jury room, but the 
presumption is a majority had to 
persuade two or three members 
angrily determined to vote guilty, 
that such a verdict was not justi- 
fied. The jury system is greatly 
assisted by the Montgomery ac- 
tion. There is evidence that the 
old Confederate capital, which 
lost a long and bitter campaign 
to Dr. King about desegregating 
its public buses, has attained a 
new plateau in its cold war. 


A new image of the “Dr. 
Kings” and of the NAACP is pain- 
fully and tediously coming into 
focus. They are not Communistic 
and are not un-American. The in- 
dividuals and the organization are 
operating from a base of law 
and of court decisions. They not 
merely are advocating legality. 
What they seek already has been 
sustained by the courts. 


The extremists who have pic- 
tured them as Communist-domi- 
nated have done their own cause 
great harm. It is true that the Dr. 
Kings and the NAACP are to 
most Southerners symbols of all 
that is wicked and wrong. But, 
painfully, as .Montgomery has 
demonstrated, the new image 
comes into focus. Men like Dr. 
King will not in our time be 
viewed without bitterness. Nor 
will the NAACP. 


To Know Why 


But it is important for the 
thoughtful South to understand 
why it is a jury in a city which 
entertains violent hate of the man 
found him not guilty. He wasn’t. 


There is another fact which 
needs to be brought from Mont- 
gomery. The bar of that city 
openly admired, with much head- 
shaking, the legal representation 
given Dr. King—especially by a 
Negro attorney, Robert Ming, 
from Chicago. ‘“‘Negro or not, he 
is a master of law,” said a re- 
luctantly admiring member. 


We are now at a point in the 
South where we cannot any 


longer seek to live in the past, 
however much we revere that 
past. The present is here. The 
future begins tomorrow. And the 
Dr. Kings and the NAACP are a 
part of this present and that fu- 
ture. 


Author 
Pasternak 


Dies at 70

MOSCOW (UPI)—Boris Paster- | 
nak, poet-author whose novel “‘Dr. 
Zhivago”” became a best seller 
in the West and brought down the 
wrath of the Kremlin on his head, 
died in his sleep Monday night 
in his country home. 


Pasternak, 70, had been ill for 
three weeks. He suffered two 
heart attacks, developed pneu- 
monia and also had cancer. 


Pasternak died at 11:30 p.m. 
(4:30 p.m. est.) in his bed 
beside a window looking out on 
a beautiful pine tree in the 
wooded fields of Peredelkino, out- 
side Moscow. 


His wife, Zina, brother Alex- 
ander, and Stanislav, one of his 
three sons, were at the white- 
haired poet’s bedside. Three 
Kremlin heart specialists, a local 
physician and five nurses were 
in attendance as he slipped into 
his last sleep. In his last con- 
scious hours Monday Pasternak 
had reminisced about his child- 
hood. 


He left an unfinished play about 
serfs in 19th century Russia, as 
well as his completed and contro- 
versial works. 


As he died, posters were going 
up in Moscow, six miles away, 
advertising a production ef Schil- 
ler’s “Maria Stuart,” with the 
phrase: ‘Translation by Boris 
Pasternak.”” He was _ Russia’s 
greatest translator of Shake- 
speare, Goethe and Schiller. 


He had been living at Peredel- 
kino in semi-retirement since 
1958, when he accepted the Nobel 
Prize for literature — and then 
rejected it under scathing attack

State’s Education Lag 
Accents Local Failures 


The National Education Assn. has is- 
sued another report showing the com- 
parative position of the states in support 
of their schools and the results of it in 
educational standards. As usual, Georgia 
ranks far down the list in most catego- 
ries. 

Of every 1,000 Georgians called up 
for selective service two years ago, 423 
were disqualified for mental—including 
educational—reasons. This shocking fig- 
ure is twice the national average. 

Of voung Georgians who were eighth 
grade students in 1953-54, only 475 out of 
every 1,000 were in graduating.classes in 
1957-58. Only one Georgian in five over 
25 years of age has completed high 
school and only 45 out of 1,000 are col- 
lege graduates. Of each 1,000 citizens 
over 25. according to a recent study, 
there were 69 who could not read or 
write—one of the highest illiteracy rates 
in the nation. 

There are many more such disturbing 
figures showing that the state still has a 
long way to go in meeting the educational 
needs of our people. The report gives 
credit to the state for its vastly improved 
support of the schools in the last decade 
or so but points out again that support 
by local communities is about the lowest 
in the nation. 

While near the top in state support, 
late figures show that in local support we 
rank 46th. Local governments do less 
for their schools than almost any in the 
nation. 

At a time when the state’s develop- 
ing economy demands and needs more 
and more trained people, this sad state of 
educational affairs persists. It exists also 
in face of studies which show that in- 
come levels are directly connected with 
the median of education. 

With the state doing about all it can 
and with local communities—with few 
exceptions—shirking their responsibili- 
ties, the need for federal aid bécomes all 
the more apparent. It is disappointing and 
disheartening, when reading these shock- 
ing figures, to note that Georgia’s con- 
gressional delegation continues to vote 
against even federal help for buildings. 

Meanwhile, the state’s progress is lim- 
ited by failures in education. Surely this 
realization will prompt local communities 
and the state to make an all-out effort 
to erase our deficiencies.

Driver-Teacher Role 


A study of teen-age drivers has been 
made and published. We wish to cal] 
attention to it because it reveals exactly 
what the psychologists and egg-head 
students of the behavioral sciences have 
been saying all along. 

Most of what goes wrong is the fault 
of parents. 

Teen-agers have many accidents. But 
most of those in crashes have not: had 
driver-training by professional teach- 
ers. Those who bang up themselves and 
others are largely those who learned to 
drive from papa or mama, or both. They 
picked up all the faults and ignorance 
about driver-safety which parents reveal. 

Send your youngsters to a driver- 
training school. It will pay dividends in 
insurance and safety.

Negroes’ Leadership 
Reflects Confidence 


Elders of the Atlanta Negro commu- 
nity have spoken now. Their newspaper 
advertisement in support of student aims 
is reassuring on two points. 

First, we see the calm printed state- 
ment again used to state a position in 
Atlanta in preference to milling in the 
streets. 

Second, we see that the students do 
have the sympathetic but adult advice 
that must temper and guide enthusiasm. 

Other Southern communities have 
suffered for lack of wise leadership. Ne- 
gro students have permitted undirected 
zeal to damage their efforts. 

But in this city, with its great com- 
plex of universities and its deep pool of 
experience and judgment, there has been 
at most times a unique measure of dig- 
nity. Restraint is not the word to sum 
it up. Confidence is. Confidence that po- 
sitions expressed with dignity in Atlanta 
will be fairly weighed, and will carry 
prestige and effect, whereas disorder 
carried into the streets will beget a coun- 
ter resentment.

Scientific Practices Add 


Millions to Farm Income 


The Agricultural Extension Service is 
enthusiastic about results to date in its 
program, launched in 1958, to increase 
the state’s farm income by 400 million 
dollars annually by 1965. 

Officials cited advances made in the 
production of livestock, beef cattle and 
row crops. 

Scientific practices are the chief fac- 
tor in bringing about improvements. 
Many low-grade cattle have been culled. 
Higher quality livestock is being raised. 

The emphasis in row crops is upon 
higher yields per acre. Corn is an ex- 
ample. Yields increased from 25 bushels 
to a little better than 28 per acre from 
1957 to 1959. This difference of three 
bushels to the acre meant 15 million dol- 
lars to farmers. 

Considerably more attention to scien- 
tific practices will be necessary for 
farmers to achieve the ambitious goal set 
by the Extension Service. But at least it 
is good to note that progress is being 
made toward more efficient and, we hope, 
profitable operations.

There’s a Good Case 
For B70 Development 


With threats and bluster continuing 
from the Soviet Union, a’ reexamination 
of the defense budget is gaining momen- 
tum in Congress. The Air Force, for in- 
stance, is urging a resumption of the 
program to build the B70 supersonic 
bomber, virtually eliminated in this vear's 
defense budget by the administration. 

The B70 decision has been criticized 
widely and with justification. Gen. Carl 
Spaatz (Ret.) called it “incomprehensi- 
ble.”” Equipped with it, he declared, “‘we 
could face the next decade confident of 
our military security. Without it, our 
present state of nervous apprehension will 
persist. More than any other weapon now 
projected, this one answers our basic de- 
fense problems.” 

Gen. Spaatz and others have called the 
B70 a “breakthrough in the science of 
aerodynamics” and not merely an “im- 
provement over the B52.” It will fly at 
more than 2,000 miles an hour: cruise at 
an altitude of 70,000 feet with a range 
of 7,000 miles. It would be a weapons 
system complete unto itself. The Air 
Force argues it would be more economi- 
cal than missiles; would be able to 
successfully evade Soviet defenses and, 
being manned, would have man's power 
of decision. 

In the aerospace age, a combination 
of manned and unmanned weapons sys- 
tems is considered essential. 

So any increase in the defense budget 
should include resumption of develop- 
ment of B70 as well as an acceleration of 
efforts to build a nuclear-powered air- 
craft. It also should include a speed-up 
of the missile-firing submarine program, 
& modernization of our mobile capabili- 
ties and replacement. of obsolete Army 
and Navy equipment and ships. 

If we learned nothing else from the 
summit failure, we have been put on 
notice qnce again that there can be no 
relaxation of our defense efforts until 
there is a real relaxation of tensions.

Russia Masses File 
Past Lenin, Stalin 


MOSCOW—I have just been spending a short 
while with the late Vladimir Lenin and the not 
quite so late Joseph Stalin. This is very: easy 


to do in Moscow and you are encouraged to pay a call. In fact, it 


is disrespectful when you are in 
L. and Mr. S. 

They lie in Red Square in im- 
pressive and slightly depressive 
state. 

At least 15,000 people a day file 
past these entombed and em- 
balmed men. 

We shuffled along at what might 
be called a spanking pace by any 
funeral standards. In 10 minutes I 
was stepping into the dimly lit 
mausoleum which is both solemn 
and dignified. In 11 minutes I 
was right alongside the great de- 
ceased. They lie in state, each 
under a strong amber spotlight. 

Lenin, dressed in something like 
evening clothes, looks like a small 
intellectual country doctor. Stalin, 
dressed in military uniform, with 
his powerful hands resting above 


his knees, looks extremely avun- 
cular. 
The winding worshipful proces- 


sion that files past these heroes 
is deeply impressed and openly 
moved, for these are the true gods 
of the Soviet Union. 

What strikes this wide-eyed in- 
nocent abroad in Russia? The 
women. I am fairly certain that 
they work harder than the men. 
In Yalta, the scene of Roosevelt's 
classic blundering against Church- 
ill, an architect told me how he 
preferred women to work for him 


the Kremlin city not to visit Mr. 


on his building scheme. He said 
that they were more “exact” 
than men. I questioned him what 
he meant by “exact’’ and after 
some pretty uphill international 
conversation I found that ‘‘exact’’ 
meant thorough. 


There are female architects in 
great profusion in this bustling 
land — nearly as many as men — 
and there are also hundreds of 
thousands of women who work 
as navvies. Nothing is too tough 
for them. On the great new moun- 
tain highway that leads from Sim- 
feropol — the capital of the Cri- 
mea — to Yalta great armies of 
them were working. Digging. 
Breaking rocks. Laying asphalt. 

They drive trams. They sweep 
the streets. They become skilled 
metallurgists and doctors. They 
manage factories. They also raise 
some of the most handsome chil- 
dren I have ever seen. 

And they have a sense of fun. 
If there is one description I would 
apply to most of the women I 
have met in the U.S.S.R. it is 
that they are jolly. Admittedly 
some of them look like battleships 
but they are humorous battle- 
ships. And you can't ‘say that 
about all the men.

Fulbright Group 
Walks Tightrope 


WASHINGTON—A man named William Ful- 
bright is perched now on a high and swaying 
wire as the Senate inquires into the collapse of 


the summit conference. As chairman of the investigating group, the 


Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee, 


Fulbright carries responsi- 


bilities of a weight not carried by any senator within a decade. 


The last parallel case to the job 
he confronts was in 1950 when 
another Senate committee head- 
ed by Sen. Russell of Georgia 
conducted an inquest on President 
Truman's recall of Gen. MacAr- 
thur. 

Fulbright himself sees his mis- 
sion as to bring out the facts 
about the abortive summit but 
not to bring them out in such a 
way as further to divide the coun- 
try or to inflame an already- 
harsh partisan argument. 

His committee's investigation 
will, however, test more than 
whether he can prevail in this 
hope. It will also test whether the 


right to know can be upheld with- 


out serious injury to national in- 
terest and without. making the 
committee room a launching pad 
for rival presidential candidacies. 

It is not altogether a coinci- 
dence that this investigation, like 
the one in the MacArthur issue, 
is headed by a Southerner. Right- 
ly or wrongly, the Southerners 
control all the Senate’s inner 
processes—and set all its inner 
tone. — 

There may be many occasions 
when this circumstance is a bad 
thing. In the present set of facts 
it can only be described as a 
very good thing. The country’s

purposes would surely not be 
served by a slashing, headline- 
happy inquiry into this affair. 

And Southerner Fulbright—like 
Southerner Russell before him— 
can be depended on not to run 
that sort of a show. 


Many bad things have been said 
about the process of investiga- 
tion in the Senate and. some of 
those bad things have been justi- 
fied. But this current investiga- 
tion is likely to show the Senate 
in its best rather than its worst 
light as an agency of inquisition. 

For the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, the most distinguished 
panel in all of Congress, really 
does, most of the time and on 
the whole, forget all about small 
partisanship. 

If such an agency did not exist 
it would have to be invented. And 
Fulbright's chairmanship of it is 
one good practical argument for 
the seniority system by which the 

rs are able to hold so 
many powerful places in the Sen- 
ate. They have, singly and col- 
lectively, many faults. But one 
fault they do not have, either

Mr. K.’s Tirades 
Sway U.S. Politics 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—Premier Khru- 
shchev may well be having a greater effect on 
American politics than he expected. His dis- 


paraging remarks about the vice president are, if anything, helping 


Nixon and Mr. K. 


certainly did not intend to propel Ambassador 


Henry Cabot Lodge to the front of the Republican vice presidential 


candidates. 

Here at the United Nations, by 
summoning a special session of 
the Security Council to try to per- 
suade it to condemn the United 
States for the U2 plane incident, 
the Soviets thrust into Lodge’s 
hands the opportunity to show 
how he can deal with Moscow's 
latest propaganda maneuver. 

At this time of year U.N. af- 
fairs are usually quiescent. Nor- 
mally Ambassador Lodge would 
have no good chance to get into 
the front-page news before the 
Republican convention in July. 
But the Soviet resolution seeking 
to get the council to cite the Unit- 
ed States as a lone spy-aggressor 
put Lodge's talents on exhibit at 
the right time to yield the maxi- 
mum political benefit. 

The Republican Party leaders 
were watching to see how well 
he would do. What they saw this 
past week was a cool and effec- 
tive operation in which Lodge, 
with aid from our Allies, ade- 
quately immobilized Gromyko 
without unwise acerbity. 

The former senator from Mas- 
sachusetts, who learned well un- 
der the tutelage of the late Sen. 
Vandenberg, always has been a 
vice presidential possibility, al- 
most equally available to run 
with either Nixon or Gov. Rocke- 
feller. Lodge is now more than 
a possibility; his prospects have 
been definitely enhanced. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that either Nixon or Rockefeller 
would find him a welcome asso- 
ciate on the 1960 ticket. 


Obviously the decision on the 
vice presidential nomination will 


not be made until at least the 
eve of the convention. But second 
place is now becoming a prize to 
be fought for. Already pro-Nixon 
delegates are beginning to ad- 
vance their regional favorites. 
Besides Lodge they include Sen. 
Morton of Kentucky, Rep. Ford 
of Michigan, Secretary of Interior 
Fred Seaton of Nebraska and 
Charles Percy of Illinois, the 
chairman of the platform com- 
mittee. 


Though nothing will be settled 
finally at this stage I would say 
that Ambassador Lodge is nearer 
the Republican vice presidential 
nomination than any of the others. 

All this is why it is accurate 
to say that Mr. K. is exerting a 
certain impact on domestic poli- 
tics. And when, in relation to 
peaceful coexistence, he describes 
the vice president as ‘‘a goat in 
a cabbage patch,” he is not hurt- 
ing Nixon.

“Tt was discovered during the 
investigation that Mr. Jones and 
Mr. Haas! had entered into sev- 
eral financial transactions over 
a period of years. Mr. Haasl ex- 
plained that most of the checks 
payable to himself and drawn on 
Jones were in payment of loans 


made by Mr. Haas! to Mr.

The Criminal Unit document 


was critical of the fact that 
‘questions of whether these sales 
were upon competitive bids or 
whether they were in fact forged 
have never been subjected to an 
audit.” 


It repeated a suggestion by 
Vandiver’s first purchasing di- 
rector, William R. Bowdoin, that 
a yearly audit along this line be 
conducted. 


SAYS OTHERS SHARED 


Besides the Jones’ firms, the 
report related, there were others 
sharing substantially in tractor 
sales: 


Reliable Tractor Co. of Tifton, 
owned by ex-Sen. DeNean Staf- 
ford. The report said 41 per cent 
of the firm’s business was with 
the state during 1955-58. 


(Many of Reliable Tractor’s 
bids were in Jones’ hand or pre- 
pared on typewriters used by 
Jones’ companies, the report con- 
tinued. ) 


Mallory Implement Co., owned 
by ex-Sen. L. A. Mallory Jr., of 
Thomaston, which did a $147,893.72 
business with the state during the 
period. 


Mallory voluntarily 
identifying 20 supposedly com- 
petitive bids on which he had 
filled in prices, the report con- 
tinued. 


Hix-Byrd Co. of Monroe. This 
firm did little actual business 
with the state but submitted 78 
unsuccessful bids. Of these, 32 
had “signatures and/or prices in- 
serted by ‘competitive’ tractor 
dealers,"’ the report stated. 

H. J. Hix, operator of the com- 
pany, “under oath denied any 
agreement with Jones,” it added. 


The report listed several other 
companies for which bids were 
submitted but which in. many 
cases were actually submitted by 
Jones. 

Other activities of Jones’ firms, 
the report said, included paying 
$3,159.13 for office rental and 
office a for former Highway 
chief Roger Lawson, who 


at the time was running for 
governor. 


Tractors.A ppeared, Vanished — 
Like Ghosts During I nquiry 


Tractors being used by state 
officials and relatives appeared 
and disappeared like ghosts dur- 
ing the state’s investigation of 
tractor sales. 


In a special section of the Crim- 
inal Division’s report released 
Monday, Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Robert H. Hall reported these 
movements: 


Investigator Frank Grimsley 
found that a tractor from one 
of H. Candler Jones’ firms “was 
originally in the possession of 
Robert Massee, Hawkinsville.” 

Massee, a state representative, 
is a brother of former purchas- 
ing assistant William Massee. 

After Jones was questioned, the 
report said, ““Robert Massee was 
known to have stated that the 
John Deere tractor on his farm 
was to be moved away until the 
investigation had subsided.” 


Subsequently, the report said, 
Jones’ records showed that the 
same tractor was “sold to Mr. 
William V. Hall ‘one of Jones’ 
attorneys).” 


The report said ‘confidential 
sources” had advised a tractor 
to be found on Robert Massee’s 
farm was actually bought from 
Jones as a gift of J. Whitely Wal- 
den, a suecessful vendor during 
the Griffin administration. 


A subpoena on an Augusta 
bank turned up a $2,648.13 check 
signed by Walden and cashed by 
Jones. 


Questioned under oath about 
the transaction, Walden “‘upon the 
advice of his attorney . Te 
fused to answer any of these ques- 
tions on the ground that they 
might incriminate him.” 


Another tractor was found on 
the farm of J. W. Brinson Jr., 
former State Parks Director, near 
Waynesboro. 


“Brinson stated that this trac- 


tor was a gift to him from H. 
Candler Jones,” the report said. 
Brinson also produced a sales in- 
voice for the tractor from one of 
Jones’ companies. 


“The metal plate on Brinson’s 
tractor which should have con- 
tained the serial number had been 
removed,”’ the report continued. 


But “Jones testified under oath 


that Brinson had paid him cash 
for this tractor,” the report said. 
Jones likewise produced a sales 
invoice. 


However, the report added that 
Jones had “‘no explanation for the 
fact that his invoice had one se- 
rial and model number and the 
duplicate invoice of Brinson had 
a different serial and model num-

The office of integration leader Rev. 


Martin Luther King Jr. an- 


nounced Monday that a Virginia Negro minister has been named 
executive director of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference. 


The new executive director will 
be the Rev. Wyatt Tee Walker, 
Petersburg, Va., integration lead- 
er.who submitted his letter of 
resignation to his church Sunday. 


Walker declined to elaborate on 
his new plans except to say he 
was to assume a ‘“‘new responsi- 
bility.” 


SCLC is an anti - segregation 
group with offices in Atlanta. 
King is president of the organiza- 
tion. 


Walker organized a movement 
earlier this year to seek lunch- 
counter desegregation in Peters- 
burg and was one of 13 persons 
arrested for trespassing after stag- 
ing a sitdown protest at the city’s 
segregated public library.

Made It, 
Oslo Says

OSLO—An American U2 plane 
landed at Bodoe Airfield, north- 
ern Norway, in 1958, and accord- 
ing to information received by the 
Norwegian government Capt. 


Francis Powers was a member of 
its crew. 


This was disclosed to Parlia- 
ment Monday by Defense Minis- 
ter Nils Handal. He added that 
the U2 had been given permission 
to land and that Norwegian 
authorities had been assured that 
at no point on its flight to or 
from Norway would the plane vio- 
late the territory of other coun- 
tries. 


Capt. Powers, pilot of the U2 
shot down over the Soviet Union 
on May 1, planned to land at 
Bodoe, but the Norwegian govern- 
ment has denied in reply to a So- 
viet protest that it had any knowl- 
edge of that flight. 


The intention to land at Bodoe, 
without informing the Norwegian 
government, was the major theme 
of the Parliament debate. The 
only Communist member of Par- 
liament, Emil Levlien, condemned 
the United States government for 
“involving’’ Norway in its “‘pro- 
vocations” against the Soviet 
Union. 


Some radical Labor members 
also criticized the Americans for 
breach of confidence by making 
use of a Norwegian airfield for 
espionage purposes. 


Politicians of all Democratic 
parties denied the Russian ac- 
cusations that Norwegian au- 


thorities had assisted in the flight, 
and also strongly deplored Rus- 
sian threats against Norway. 


The government got full support 
for its handling of the incident. 
It was especially noted that it 
had been both correct and vitally 
important to protest to the U.S.

“All of these unsuccessful at- 
tempts to cast doubts on our anti- 
aircraft defenses and at the same 
time to restore faith in the invul- 
nerability of the Lockheed U2 are 
very important to enlist new spies 
like Powers.” (Capt. Frances G. 
Powers was captured when his U2 
plane was shot down.) 


“But perhaps gentlemen from 
the agency of Allan Dulles ‘chief 
of the Central Intelligence Agency ) 
really don’t know about the ex- 
istence in the Soviet armed forces 
of anti-aircraft potential. So I will 
tell them. 


“Gentlemen we’ have such rock- 
ets and we have wonderful rocket 
men. Our rockets are able to hit 
targets not only at altitudes of 20,- 
000 meters but much higher. In 
short, gentlemen you don’t have a 
plane with a ceiling that could 
not be reached by our rockets. As 
you see gentlemen, sometimes we 
see it is possible to bring some 
of our secrets into the open.” 


At this point..Malinovsky said

he “as defense minister of the 
Soviet Union” had given the or- 
der to Commander-in-Chief of 
Rocket Forces Marshal Mitrofan 
Invanovich Nedelin ‘‘to strike at 
any base from which a plane 
might fly if the territory of the 
Soviet Union or Socialist coun- 
tries is violated.” 

The Soviet Union has the mod- 
ern technical means, Malinovsky 
added, “‘to define quite precisely 
where a plane flies from, to 
watch over its flight and.to de- 
fine where it lands. 


“This means that nobody will 
manage to escape responsibility.” 

Malinovsky spoke derisively, as 
had Khrushchev, about the alert 
that had been ordered by Secre- 
tary of Defense Gates on the eve 
of the ill-fated Paris summit con- 
ference to all American forces 
throughout the world. 


He called this “reckless be- 
havior’ and declared that “in- 
sane, cowardly and frightened 
people should be kept from 
power.” 


His own orders to Soviet rocket 
forces, he declared, were not in- 
tended as a threat. 


“We don’t order alerts but we 
shall keep our powder dry.” 

He added that no state could 
charge the Soviet Union with 
having violated their air space. 


“If we infringed on foreign 
frontiers unintentionally,”’ he said, 
“we, like honest people, apolo- 
gized and punished those found 
guilty.”

The report, “The Importance of 
Beauty in Planning,” suggests 
that a visual survey be made of 
Atlanta. 


This survey would take into ac- 
count historical areas, scenic 
areas, architectural areas. It 
would note the city’s topography: 
hills, valleys, bodies ef waters, 
ridges, flat spaces, and other fea- 
tures. It would also catalogue 
man-made features such as roads, 
sidewalks, parking areas, and in- 
dividually significant architect- 
ural masses. 


The survey would lead to a 
municipal design plan. The plan 
would indicate how areas should 
be developed or redeveloped when 


In offering their services and 
these suggestions, the committee 
of architects, headed by Andrew 
Steiner and Joseph Amisano, 
warned that a sterile and ugly 
city could develop if care is not 
taken to insure beauty. 


As the city solves the many new 
urban problems that growth 
brings, the committee’s report 
said, efficiency and order arise. 


However, the report cautioned, 
statistical planning is not enough. 
In order to have beauty along 
with efficiency, the city must - 
for it, the report said. 


It is no longer possible for ur- 
ban beauty just to happen, accord- 
ing to the report. “What came 
naturally a long time ago, we 
must do deliberately.” 


Steiner said the planning board 
had been receptive to the report. 
No action has yet been taken.

Women Can Reduce Hurt 


And Heartache ot Accidents 


By PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK, May 30 (UPI)— 
A new challenge to America’s 
womanpower: Do more to re- 
duce the hurt and heartache 
from highway accidents. 


The challenge comes from 
Mrs. Agnes D. Beaton, Washing- 
ton, D.C., businesswoman noted 
for her work in traffic safety 
with women’s groups. 


Mrs. Beaton suggests you con- 
sider the awful facts. She hopes 
that you have been spared first- 
hand knowledge of the hurt and 
heartache behind the following 
statistics: 


—8,600 of our youth—15 to 25— 
were killed in car smashups 
last year. Necks broken, skulls 
crushed, limbs smashed. They 
were maimed beyond help. 


12.700—same age  bracket— 
were behind the wheel when one 
or more persons were killed in 
traffic accidents. 


—37,800 of all ages died on 
the highways last year; 1.5 mil- 


lion were injured: 300,000 were 
permanently disabled. 


Mrs. Beaton said that women, 
through their organizations, can 
insure the safe return of their 
children and their husbands by 
working harder for safety edu- 
cation at all levels—starting in 
the home. But this is only one 
plank in her platform linking 
womanpower to highway safety. 


She also said in an interview 
that the women should co- 
operate with local legislators 
and law enforcement experts, 
helping to upgrade driver li- 
censing laws, improve street 
name signs and push for the 
adoption of uniform street signs 
and signals and markings 
across the nation. 


Mrs. Beaton is director of the 
women’s division of the Allstate 
Insurance Co.’s safety depart- 
ment. 


Mrs. Beaton said mothers 
should ‘“‘teach their children 
that they believe and obey the 
Golden Rule in all things, espe- 
cially when behind the wheel.” 


“They will show, by exam- 
ple,” she said, ‘‘that they re- 
spect the laws of God and man 
and that they have respect for 
law enforcement officers in the 
community. 


“How many mothers will ar- 
gue with a policeman when 
getting a ticket—instead of tak- 
ing the view that the ticket, call- 
ing attention to a fault in driv- 
ing, is helping her and might 
even be responsible for her not 
being involved in an auto acci- 
dent.”’ 


On the matter of better street 
signs, Mrs. Beaton said that it 
has been proved that white let- 
ters on a reflecting background 
of green show up best—espe- 
cially at night. 


She cited the same combina- 
tion when calling for a crusade 
to have the nation’s states adopt 
a uniform system of road mark- 
ing, signals and signs. 


“If we had such a system of 
signs and if they could be read 
easily at night, there would be 
fewer accidents.”’

CUTS COST 


Sometimes it's even more ad- 
vantageous for three or four 
women to team up for a vaca- 
tion.

that East holds a Yarborough. 
When North raised freely to four 
spades, South was well within 
himself in making a slam try, but 
there are some players who 
would have preferred a cue bid of 
five diamonds at this juncture. 
Appraised of the duplication in 
diamonds, North would almost 
assuredly have signed off at five 
spades. 


West got off to the effective lead 
of a club against the slam con- 
tract and declarer saw immedi- 
ately that his work was cut out 
for him. He had 11 tricks off the 
top (six spades, one diamond and 
four clubs) and, without the ad- 
verse bid, he could have led to 
ward his king of hearts in an ef- 
fort to establish a 12th trick. But, 
convinced that the ace of hearts 
was held by West, he endeavored 
to work out some alternate line 
of play. Presently he hit upon a 
plan which would force a con- 
siderable number of discards 
from his adversary. 


Declarer proceeded to run down 
all of his trumps riscarding two 
small hearts from dummy. He 
followed this up by cashing out 
the four clubs, reducing all hands 
to three cards. Dummy held the 
jack of hearts and the ace, queen 
of diamonds; declarer was left 
with three hearts to the king; and 
West, in order to protect his king 
of diamonds, was compelled to 
blank the ace of hearts. A heart 
lead at trick 11 put West in, and 
the forced diamond return from 
the king-jack enabled declarer 
to win the last two tricks with 
the queen and ace.

Rodger Ward missed successful appointments in the winner’s 
enclosure by approximately 13 seconds. That was the time margin 
by which Rathmann emerged triumphant. 


Ward actually lost the race in the pit, where he had won it 
last year when Rathmann lost by some 20 seconds. Ward killed his 
motor and his chances for back-to-back trophies when he paused 
for a pit stop after the 42d lap. This is one 500 mile trip where 
you can’t relax around filling stations, and Ward spent almost a 
minute on this stop. 


—Pole-Sitter Sachs Was Sitting in the Pit 


Only once before in 44 races have the winner and the runner-up 
been so close together at the wire. Back in 1937 the late Wilbur 
Shaw nipped Ralph Hepburn by 2.15 seconds. 


However, veteran Indy observers were labeling Monday’s race 
the tighest on record. The lead changed no less than 29 times, with 
Rathmann and Ward doing most of the trading. For example, the 
two pilots exchanged the front position no less than nine times in 
the final 50 miles. 


Rathmann was out front more than anyone else. He bagged 
some $16,000 in lap money by leading 104 of the 200 laps. Ward was 
ahead for 53 laps; pole-sitter Eddie Sachs, who was sitting in the 
pits at the-finish, was next with 21 laps. 


Sachs, who had Sachs as the 1960 champion, was looking 
ahead to next year before the race ended. He predicted that 
Sachs would win next year. 


Though Sachs hasn't proved too much of a prophet at Indy, 
he was correct about Tony Bettenhausen. On his stopover in At- 
lanta last week, Sachs said that Bettenhausen wouldn’t deliver 
Atlantan Lindsey Hopkins’ long-cherished prize. 


Bettenhausen, like Sachs, was among the 17 drivers in the 
field of.38 who completed the race as spectators. Sportsman Hopkins, 
who had this year’s winner at the wheel of his car last year, was 
sorry he lost, but happy Rathmann won. 


—The Track Was Safer Than Highways 


Miami can join Texas in celebrating the Indianapolis outcome. 
Though Rathmann was born in California, he now resides in Miami. 
In fact, Miami can claim the man and horse in the two biggest 
races of the year. Venetian Way, owned by winter resident Issac 
Blumberg, won the Kentucky Derby and Rathmann won the Iron 
Derby. 


As Racing Director Sam Hanks, a former Indy champion insists, 
the track was safer Monday than the nation’s highways.

Shores, Mich., was third in the 
race which escaped serious mis- 
haps although there were sev- 
eral close calls.

Most of us have a tender spot in our hearts 
for crusaders—that is, if they’re not campaigning 
for something we are against, or vice versa.

But honestly done, it 
is usually by a small group of 
dedicated peop'e who sacrifice 
personally that an idea or a 
principle might endure. 


This is especially true of 
certain outdoor groups who 
either individually or collec- 
tively, are working to preserve 
at least some parcels of wilder- 
ness America.

In a few short decades, we have grown from 
an agricultural nation, with tremendous segments 
of our land untouched by roads, power lines and 
garbage disposal dumps along the bright streams, 
to an industrial empire. The creeping paralysis 
of what we known as modern civilization, has 
covered up those segments one by one, convert- 
ing the magnificent stands of virgin timber into 
lumber, pulpwood and other forest products to 
feed the insatiable giant, and polluting our cold, 
clean creeks and rivers with their wastes. 


Today, there are all too few spots left between 
the oceans where a man can stand alone with 
himself and his Maker and absorb the strength 
and the beauty of the living wilderness as a tonic 
for his soul. 


Charlie Wharton, who teaches in the Biology 
Department at Georgia State College, told me of 
a recently organized group known as The Nature 
Conservancy. The aim of this society is to pur- 
chase om-accept small wilderness tracts through- 
out the country and set them up as Living

Museums. Already, through donations and pur- 
chases, they have placed many thousands of acres 
in these wild museums, in such states as Mis- 
souri, Maryland, Minnesota, Florida and-others. 


. Charlie, one of the representatives of The 
Nature: Conservancy, says that the organization 
now has an option on a 1,600-acre tract on the 
side of Standing Indian Mountain, just across 
the Georgia line in North Carolina, and sur- 
rounded by the Nantahala National Forest. 


Some of us believe that at least a small por- 
tion of our wilderness should be preserved in its 
natural state, where it will be free from local 
politics or political intereference in any way. For 
even the scenic wonders of our land, supposedly 
safe from exploitation in our National Parks, 
are not beyond the reach of selfesh interests. 


The tourist traps around the nearest and one 
of the most beautiful of our national wonder- 
lands, the Great Smoky Mountains, are clamoring 
te have a highway cut through the middle of one 
of the most primitive regions remaining in the 
Southern states. They are putting pressure on 
their congressmen, who in turn are applying the 
well known screws to the National Park Service, 
to bisect the entire south slope of the Smokies 
along the north shore of Fontana Lake with a 
super-highway, on the basis that the destruction 
of this remaining wilderness with a multi-million 
dollar road (out of your pocket and mine), will 
put a few more dollars inte their own pockets 
from the rental of motel rooms, the sale of meals 
and Japanese-made trinkets out of their gift shops. 


The Park Service seems to be using every 
dodge to save this south slope in its primitive con- 
dition, and they are getting a lot of help from 
the Wilderness Society, The Nature Conversancy 
and similar organizations devoted to keeping at 
least a remnant of our rock-bound hills and sing- 
ing streams from mutilation and exploitation. 


They deserve all the support we can give them.

“It’s a grim irony,” said the 
publishing firm, Prentice-Hall, 
‘that the collapse of the summit 
talks may well be the shock that 
revives the faltering 1958-60 boom. 


“Pressures for higher U.S. de 
fense spending will quickly crowd 
out any lingering remains of dis- 
armament hopes. This could swift- 
ly raise prevailing business sights 
on the proper level of orders, in- 
ventories, backlogs, plant and 
equipment appropriations and re- 
search and development outlays.” 


Rising Ependitures 

The National Securities & Re- 
search Corp. predicts rising con- 
sumer expenditures, continued 
expansion of government spending 
and growing corporate outlays for 
new plant and equipment. 


It says these factors are expect- 
ed to offset an expected decline 
in inventory accumulation and will 
tend to sustain industrial activity 
the rest of the year. 


National Securities forecasts 
that after-tax profits of all U.S. 
corporations will hit a new high 
of $26 billion this year with 
total dividend payments reaching 
a peak of $14 billion. 


Moderate Push Seen 


Hhe Chase Manhattan Bank of 
New York concludes that business 
has weathered a heavy inventory 
adjustment in good fashion, and 
adds: “Consumer markets have 
shown basic strength and busi- 
ness investment in plant and 
equipment is on the rise. Thus, 
the stage is set for a renewed, 
though perhaps moderate, ad- 
vance in general business activ- 
ity.”

Every government dedicated to 
freedom is always in danger from 
those with selfish interests, a 
corporation executive told Atlanta 
Rotarians Monday in urging the 
businessmen to take an active in- 
terest in politics. 


Charles J. Guzzo, senior vice 
president of Gulf Oil Corp. of Pitts- 
burgh, said his company has de- 
cided that, as a corporation, it 
will take a more active interest 
in politics. 


“Gulf’s plan is to encourage 
dealers and employes to enter 
public affairs,’ Guzzo said. ‘Our 
second aim is to repair the brok- 
en lines of communication between 
the voter and his government, and 
we want to teach those interested 
in politics how to engage in the 
field.” 


Guzzo emphasized that Gulf 
“has no party—no political line.” 
He said the corporation was not 
concerned with what party the 
employe supports, but it did want 
more employes in public affairs. 
He said Gulf would give time off 
with pay for some activities and 
leaves of absence to those elected 
to public office. 


He said the company plans to 
engage in an information cam- 
paign to enlighten employes as to 
action in the political field. ““The 
corporation has an obligation to 
help individuals take part in pub- 
lic affairs,”’ he continued, say- 
ing that Gulf plans to hire ‘“‘polit- 
ical councilists’” for its regional 
offices. 


Guzzo cited the political careers 
of two Atlanta Gulf employes— 
Everett Millican and Milton Far- 
ris—as examples studied when 
Gulf initiated its plan. Millican 
has served as state senator and 
Farris is an alderman.

“It practically knocked all of 
them (exemptions) out,” Sheats 
added. 


The attorney said both he and

Atlanta and the county, agreed 
the digest should be reviewed. 


The “tax exemption” digest was 
begun in 1958 after County Tax 
Commissioner Standish Thompson 
and auditor William J. Carter 
questioned the tax-exempt status 
accorded by the tax assessors to
